This should afford 
Carlstadt Farmers an opportunity 
to interview him with regard to the 
hardship entailed by the present 

pre-emption law in this district. 

Other districts are organizing and 
if the government is not going to 
meet legitimate ‘demands 
generous spirit then they will wake 
to the fact that one third of their 
homesteaders, after proving up will 
look for green pastures. 


This epirit is not confined to this 
district, a spirit of unrest and dis- 
appointment exists all over this 
South country where many of us 
have spent thousands of dollars in 
developing this part of the country 
and have‘: had no returns. Many 
have suffered bereavement, sickness 
ete. And although having had no 
return from the land worth speak- 
ing of yet every spring have plowed 
and sowed again trusting to pro- 
vidence that the season would ‘be 
favorable. Disappointment has 
been the key note and the suffering 
has been hidden as much’ as_pos- 
sible. The writer has ample op- 
portunity to know intimately the 
true facts of the situation.

If 
the farmer was bound to do so 
much cultivation duties only, and 
no residence, he could go out and 
work and earn enough money 
wherewith to buy stock and lay 
the nucleus of a herd of cattle or 
pigs, and not depend entirely on 
his grain, or require a loan. The 
task also of repaying the loan is no 
light one, and added to this the 
price of the pre-emption, $3.00 per 
acre plus interest is heavy.

Thousands of tons of slack 
and culm are burned to free the mines 
from obstruction. This could be 
made into briquettes with coal tar and

Eight per cent of the coal used in 
manufacturing districts goes up in 
smoke. The smoke injures health, 
damages clothing clothing, buildings 
and vegetation, and the annual loss 
from this source is estimated at $500,-

BURNING OLD LOVE-LETTERS 


Ghinamen Consider Them Sacred and 
Preserve the Ashes 

The Chinese look upon every bit of 
writing and print in Chinese charact- 
er as sacred. «They would consider 
it a sacrilege to step on written or’ 
printed paper, or to use discarded 
manuscripts or newspapers as wrap- 
pers for provisions; 

The fact that the Chinese characters 
were used by:his ancestor causes them 
to be highly venerated by tho China- 
man, more particulalry those charac- 
ters which enter into the names of the 
Chinese saints. a 

In Chinatown, San Francisco, is a 
sacred furnace which is utilized sole- 
ly for the purpose of burning discard- 
ed letters, MSS., and newspapers. 
Three times every week a collector 
calls at each Chinese dwelling, and 
takes away all cast-off literature, 
which has been folded neatly and put 
aside in a safe place pending his ar- 
rival. 

“The furnace stands before the al- 
tar of a ‘joss,’ or god, and every day 
the custodian burns the sackfuls of 
paper waich have been brought there. 
No discrimination in regard to class 
or rank is used. The papers of the 
poor beggar are burnt, together with 
those of the wealthy Mandarin, whilst 
the love-letters of the Chinese belle 
are consigned to the same flames as 
prosaic bills for provisions and print- 
ed advertisement slips. 

Once enirusted to the care of the 
collector, not one of the documents 
are overlooked, so that there is no 
danger of the disclosure of some cher- 
ished love-secret or important affairs 
of State. 

When burned the ashes are taken 
out in a special boat and consigned 
to the sea. 

The Emperor of China had his pri- 
vate joss-house, in which the Royal 
letters were collected and burned by 
a priest, In Canton, Pekin, and oth- 
er large Chinese towns there are a 
great number of these sacred fur- 
naces, owing to the collosal amount 
of literature which has to be consign- 
ed every day to the flames.

excavations which have beon contin- 
ued under the well-known German 
archaeologist, Professor Dorpfeld, in 
collaboration with the Greek archaeol- 
ogist, M, Romaeos at the spot where’ 
the famous ‘Gorgo’ and the temple 
ruins were discovered last year . 

Tt has been the Kaiser's earnest de- 
sire to discover the site of the town 
of the Homeria King Alkinows, and 
with that object Professor Dorpfeld 
undertook test excavations at many 
points in the island. At first only 
ruins’ of historical times were found, 
dating no further back than the fifth 
o: sixth centuries B.C,, but this year’s 
excavations in the north-west corner 
of the island and on the southern sidé 
of Cape Kephall have given valuable 
results. 

Important discoveries have been 
made golng back to the remote times 
of the Stone Age, long before the Ho- 
meric period, the relics now brought 
to light being attributed by the arch- 
acologist to the period about 2500 
years B.C. They include several 
stone hand mills, in which the corn 
was ground into flour in a cavity in 
a stone olock by means of heavy stone 
balls, some of waich have also been 
found. Judging from the descrip- 
tion in the Odyssey of the hard all 
night work in the grinding of flour 
in Alkinous’s palace, it would seem 
that these primitive appliances were 
still in use in the Homeric period, 

Toothed flint blades, some of the 
cutting implements of the ancients, 
have also been found, and fragments 
of pots of the pre-Mycenaeic civiliza- 
tion, made by hand without a lathe, 
this mechanical aid not having been 
inventedin that period. It is, how- 
ever, worthy of note that among these 
fragments of tho archaeologists also 
found others of the Mycenaeic civili- 
zation, which, no doubt, were import- 
ed. In the vicinity of Cape Kephall 
other relics have been discovered 
pointing to the existenc> of several 
temples dating back to nearly 300 B. 
Cc. 


Origins of Taverns 


The modern public-house owes its 
origin to the time of the Roman con- 
quest, for with the*opening of the 
country by the Romans little inns 
and such-like places were constructed 
for the convenience of travellers. 

As time went on the selling of liq- 
uor became so lucrative that tavern- 
keepers began to vie with one another 
as to the means of attracting the 
thirsty; and in order that no public- 
house should be passed by un-heeded 
a pole with a furz-bush on the end was 
erected over the door of every tavern. 

At length, however, these became 


such a nuisance that a law was en- 
|forced forbidding the use of 


poles 
which projected further than seven 
feet over the king’s highway, and 
this was the incident which gave rise 
to the proverb that good wine needs 
no bush. 

Very few of the old taverns are in 
existence today. The Seven Stars, of 
Manchester claims to being the oldest 
public-house in Great Britain, and it 
has had a licence for over 650 years.

immense area known to be one of 
‘the richest agricultural districts 
in Alberta, and closely settled, are 
arousing a widespread agitation to 
have the federal government relieve 
them of the duties required before 
clear titles are ‘given for pre-emp- 
tions. This’ agitation has taken 
deep root and the promoters are 
expecting to interest every home- 
steader who has a pre-emption yet 
to prove upon, in «Alberta. They 
will’send a big deputation to 
‘Ottawa to press their claim. 
Pre-emptions are. purchased, as 
most people know at three dollars 
an acre, and but 160 acres can be 
pre-empted and only by a home- 
steader, the land to lie in prox- 
imity to the homestead, original- 
upon. But duties 
similar to homestead duties, have 
to be done in connection with the 
pre-emption. Residence of six 
months in a year, building of a 
home and the breaking of acreage 
are included in the duties, thus a 
homesteaders has to live six years 
upon his homestead and his pre- 
emption combined, and pay $580 
for his pre-emption. The home- 
steader claims the pre-emption 
duties are too onerous, especially in 
times of tight money and where the 
distance to market is a long one. 
Very obviously, it is the govern- 
ment’s intention to have the land 
well-settled, and it is not the $3 an 
acre which is received, that tempts 
the government to part with the 
land. Thus the duties were im- 
posed, When a __ homesteader 
serves three years on his homestead 
and three years on his pre-emption 
he has cultivated a fondness for the 
Jand and does not easily leave it. 
It is home to him, a home gained 
through travelling a path of hard- 
ship and privation, often, and 
never easily gained, The chances 
are he has horses and cattle, land 
under crop, barns and sheds and 
miles of fences. © This, apparently 
is the government’s ideal home- 
steader and  pre-emptor. But 
many homesteaders have found out 
that it takes money to successfully 
perform the duties on both home- 
stead and pre-emption, and if some 
way is not devised to relax the 
pre-emption, there will be many 
abandoned. Very few homesteaders 
start with enough capital. A man 
with plenty of money usually finds 
an easier path through life than 
homesteading. By working for six 
months a year the homesteader can 
gather a ‘‘grub stake’? to carry 
him through the balance of the 
year upon his land, but when he 
has a pre-emption, (anda 320 
acre farm is not a large farm out 


his pre-emption. This handicaps, 
discourages and dissatisfies him, 
This is felt badly where railways 
are forty, fifty and even sixty miles 
from the homesteads and grain 
growing is not lucrative because ef 
the long haul and heavy freightage 
rates, 

It is a question of immediate 
import aud this fall will see a 
strong agitation among the home- 
steaders. The government has 
found its regulations with regard to 
homesteads very satisfactory here- 
to-fore, but will have something of, 
a problem in settiing this matter 
with the best results to the home- 
steader and to the country.
